US. still hoping 
Israel will not 
boycott UN Council

WASHINGTON. — American offi- 
clals yesterday remained confused 
about seemingly contradictory sig- 
nals from Prime Minister Rabin 
and Foreign Minister Allon regard- 
ing Israeli participation during 
next month's Security Council de- 
bate on the Palestinian question. 
But the Americans were hopeful 
that Israel might reconsider its ori- 
ginal decision to boycott the session 
because of the PLO's expected at- 

tendance. 

Israel Ambassador Simcha Dinitz, 
who met with Dr. Henry Kissinger 
for 90 minutes on Tuesday evening, 
read to the Secretary of State the 
exact text of the statement made 
by Allon earlier in the day hinting 
that the Israe! Government might 
reconsider its decision, according to 
informed sources here. Kissinger ex- 
pressed interest in Allon’s remarks, 
despite Dinitz’ assertion that the 
Israel Government had not changed 
its stance. Rabin was adamant on 
this point. 


NOTE TO ALLON 


The Secretary last weekend sent 
@ message to Allon urging that 
Israel attend the Security Council 
debate, arguing that this would be 
in Israel’s best interest. Kissinger 
told Dinitz, the sources here said, 
that Israel would be playing into 
the Arabs’ hands by boycotting the 
sessior since the Arahs would in 
effect be expelling Israel from that 
important body. 

Kissinger is said to have pointed 
out that the Arabs had failed to 
win Israel's ouster from the Gen- 
eral Assembly earlier this year, but 
that Israel was now cooperating 
with the Arabs in removing itself 
from the more important Security 
Council.

NAZARETH. — The Communist- 
dominated Democratic Front swept 
to a two-thirds election victory 
here yesterday, winning 11 seats 
on the i7-man City Council and 
electing Rakah (New Communist) 
Knesset Member Tawik Zayyad as 
mayor. 

Just aver 75 per cent (14,777) 
of the electorate voted — somewhat 
less than the expected turnout, and 
attributable to the wet, cold and 
windy weather. But the Rakah vic- 
tory — s 67.3 per cent vote for 
Zayyad 95 mayor and slightly more 
for the Democratic Frout's list — 
was even more than the Commun- 
ists had expected, and there were 
noisy celebrations early yesterday 
morning until the Rakah leaders re- 
stored quiet. 

‘The election was the first under the 
new law permitting voters a direct 
voice in selecting their mayor. It 
also restores an’ elected government 
to Nazareth, which has been gov- 
ermed by an appointed council since 
Alignment-afiiate Mayor Seif e-Din 
Zuabi resigned in April 1974 

Tuesday's polling, which passed off 
without incident, left the other three 
candidates for the mayor's post 
and four rival council lists far be- 
hind. 

The candidates of the two Align- 
ment-effillated lists, Khaled Zuabi 
and George Sa’ad, each won only 
13 per cent of the vote and (1,675 
and 1,672 respectively). The only 
other candidate — Hussni Fahoum, 
head of one of the two lists affiliated 
with the National Religious Party— 
got eight per cent (1,268). 

The Zuabi and Sa’‘ad lists will 
have two seats in the new Council, 
with Fahid Mazawi of the other 
NRP-linked lst holding the remain- 
ing seat. 

Incoming Mayor Zayyad, a 46- 
year-old father of three, is a vete- 
ran member of the New Commun- 
lst List and was for a time secre- 
tary of its local branch. He has 
also published several volumes of 
poetry.

Bat Yam executives take three

Rabin urges big 
cuts in services 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
yesterday urged his party “to show 
political vigour” and sponsor severe 
cuts in the services the State is 
now providing the public. 

He told the Alignment Economic 
Committee meeting in Tel Aviv 
that the State spends 40 per cent 
of its budget on defence; 20 per 
cent on repaying loans; and the re- 
maining 40 per cent covers al} 
other expenses including health, 
education and subsidies. The latter 
three items must be cut drastically, 
he sald, to balance the budget. “I 
do not see any foreign source 
covering our deficit for long,” said 
the Premier. 

David Horowitz, former Governor 
of the Bank of Israel, claimed that 
subsidies only helped to increase 
the spending spree of 80 per cent 
of the population, whose income was 
the envy of most People abroad. 
For the really needy 10 per cent, 
Horowitz recommended a negative 
tax — that is, State support. 

Gideon Ben-Israel of the Hista- 
@rut Central Committee said, if a 
negative tax is seriously considered, 
the Histadrut may consider mode- 
Tate changes in subsidies for basic 
foodstuffs.

in London 
hospital 
slowdown 


LONDON. -- A 5-month-old girl 
died here on Tuesday night after 
being turned away from two hos- 
pitals because of a doctors strike. 

On orrival at the third hospital 
the baby, Seema Bhela, wag pro- 
mounced dead. Respiratory failure 
=. deted as the cause, 

‘eat London's Hillingdon Hospital 
and Mount Vernon Hospital had 
spurned her ambulance. They are 
among 19 hospitals which are re- 
fusing cmergency cases a 
strike by baterns for more overtime 
pay. 

The girl's fether, Indian factory 
worker Harmesh Bhela, said yester- 


“Doctors are like God. They are 
supposed to’ save lives. 

“Z would ike to shoot them for 
what they have done. They shouldn't 
take their disputes out on human 
lives... money can be replaced. My 
little baby cannot.” 

When the mother, Christina Bhela, 
went to look in on her daughter 
Tuesday evening and found the baby 
barely breathing, she snatched her 
from the crib and called an ambv- 
lance, 

Agonizingly long minutes later, at 
7.03 p.m., it arrived. The baby was 
packed inside, and the ambulance 
screamed off toward Hillingdon Hos- 
pital. two km. away. But en route, 
the radio controller said the hospital 
would not take the baby. ᾿ 

Mount Vernon Hespital, eight km 
farther, was the next closest. Siren 
screaming, the ambulance turned for 
there. Again the controller said no 
Εο, for the same reason. 
Wexham Park Hospital is 18 km 
from the Bhela home. When the am- 
bulance arrived there at 7.20 p.m, 
doctors pronounced Seema Bhela 
dead. 

An investigation was ordered into 
the death, especially to determine 
whether the baby might have been 
saved. 

A London ambulance spokesman 
said the service had checked both 
Hillingdon and Mount Vernon hos- 
pitals as the baby was on the way. 
Both, he said, had said they could 
not help. 

“We hoped the hospitals might re- 
lent,” the spokesman said. “But they 
refused.”" 

A doctors-strike leader, Dr. Paul 
Copeland, said he did not want to 
comment “without lax the full 
details. We do not know whether or 
not the baby would have died any- 
way,” he added.

Asian Gam es can’t find host 
willing to invite Israel 


LAHORE. — The massacre of Is- 
raeli sportsmen at the 1972 Olympic 
games in Munich has cast a shadow 
over the 1978 Asian games. 

No country wants to take on 
the games, and one of the main 
reasons is that the host nation will 
be obliged to invite Israel. Political 
and security problems caused by 
Israel’s presence are frightening 
of a handful of countries that 
might reprieve the games, dropped 
first by Singapore and then by 
Pakistan. 


A sub-committee set up by the 
Asian Games Federation (AGF) to 
try to arrange another venue has 
been discreetly told to look into 
the question of excluding Israel. 

“If we can find a way of keep- 
img Israel! out, there is a fair 
chance that some country will come 
forward to save the games,”) an 
AGF delegate said after the body’s 
meeting here on Sunday. 


“There will always be 8. risk of 
another Munich outrage as long 85 
the Israelis are there,” sald the 
delegate, who preferred not to be 
named. 

The Munich murders resulted in 
unprecedented security at the 1974 
Asian Games in Teheran where Is- 
rael competed. Security was 80 
tight that many delegates belleved 
it ruined the atmosphere of the 
games. 

Apart from the security aspect, 
Israel’s appearance would be a poli- 
tical embarrassment to any host 
country having particularly friendly 
ties with Arab nations, 


" The AGF delegates thing the best 
way to remove Israel from the 
Asian Games is to amend the con- 
stitution to relieve the host country 
of the obligation to invite every 
one of the 29 AGF member na- 
tions.

ISRAEL CANNOT build its 
tourist industry entirely on 
groups that travel in their own 
buses and have little contact with 
the people. Individual or family 
tourism must be the core of a 
growing, thriving tourist in- 
dustry. For thls, efficient public 
transportation is a prerequisite. 

The Dead Sea is an attractive 
area for tourists. Not only does it 
now have 650 hotel rooms with 
1,300 beds, but it attracts hun- 
dreds of day trippers from 
Jerusalem who go down for a 
swim. 1 decided to spend a few 
days of my stay in Israel relaxing 
in the winter sun. 

The Jerusalem tourist office 
helped me make a reservation at 
the Hotel Moriah and gave me a 
schedule of Egged buses which 
would take me to the hote] door. 
On the morning of December 4, I 
took a taxi from my Jerusalem 
hotel to the Egged Central Bus 
Station in plenty of time for the 
9.30 bus to the Dead Sea. 

My first unpleasant surprise 
was that the driver of Taxi Israel 
informed me that he was not per- 
mitted to enter the bus station. 
He let me off about 100 yards 
down Jaffa Road. While I painful- 
ly dragged my baggage to the 
station entrance I watched Egged 
city buses debarking passengers 
at the entrance. I could have sav- 
ed the taxi fare by carrying my 
baggage from the hote)] to the 
nearest bus stop, which would 
have been no further than the dis- 
tance I laboured up Jaffa Road. 
Jerusalem hotels would do well to 
put a sign in their lobbies: “If you 
have bagguge it is advisable not 
to take a taxi to the Central Bus 
Station. Our porters will assist 
you to the nearest bus stop."" 


THE. SUPREME COURT allowed an 
appeal a judgment of the Tel 
Aviv District Court delivered on 
April 28, 1974 (in C.C. 2447/70). 

‘The respondent was employed by 
the appellant until the latter- 
suspected him of stealing goods from 
his spare parts business. The 
appellant took his suspicions to the 
police, who conducted a search of the 
Yespondent’s home. They did find 
spare parts there but it later 
transpired that the respondent had 
acquired them from other dealers. 
The investigation against the respon- 
dent was thereupon dropped. 

The respondent susbsequently 
sued the appellant for libel, submit- 
ting that the statement which the 
latter had made to the police con- 
stituted publication of defamatory 
matter within the meaning of sec- 
tions 1 and 2 of the Defamation Law, 
1965. 

The Tel Aviv District Court aliow- 
ed the suit and awarded the respon- 
dent IL4,000 damages, holding that 
the appellant might have been able 
to claim in his defence that ke had 
published the matter in question in 
good faith, were it not for the fact 
that he had failed to take reasonable 
steps to discover whether. his 

icions were well-founded or not. 

Section 15 of the Defamation Law 
provides that: ‘In a criminal or civil 
action for defamation, it shall be a 
good defence if the accused or 
defendant made the publication in 


.good faith under any of the following 


circumstances: ... (3) the publica-. 
tion was made in order to protect a 
legitimate personal interest of the 
accused or defendant... (8) the 
publication was a complaint.. sub- 
mitted to an authority. competent to 
receive complaints the in- 
jored party or to investigate the 
matter which is the subject of the 
complaint..."" ? 
Section 16(b) lays down that: 

“The accused or defendant shall be 
presumed to have made the publica- 
tion otherwise than in good faith if 
(1) the matter published is not true 
and he did not believe it to be true; or 
(2) the matter is not true and he had 
not, prior to publishing it, taken 


_ Food production keeps 
pace with population 


WASHINGTON. — Despite record 
wheat and corn crops in the U.S. this 
year, over-all world agricultural 
production has just about kept pace 
with a 2 per cent increase in popula- 
tion. But the U.S. Agriculture 
Department says that an en- 
couraging note was the 5 per cent 
gain in agricultural output of 
developing nations that actually out- 


-paced population gains in those 


countries. 

The Department's Outlook and 
Situation Board said last week that 
per capita production in the poor 
countries climbed for the first time 
in four years to a record index of 104 
per cent of their 1961-85 average. In 
the preceding three years, per capita 
output held even with the average. 

The figures for world output, for 
developing or developed countries, 
did not include the People's Republic 
of China. But officials said ‘‘in- 
dications also point to a good 
agricultural year" in that country. 

Production dropped slightly this 
year in developed countries because

My second surprise was that 
there are no buses to the Dead 
Sea originating in Jerusalem.

As this information 
was coming out of the intercom, I 
noticed from the manager's pic- 
ture window a bus in the lot 
marked 421, the Dead Sea route 
number, and passengers were 
getting on although it was not at 
the loading platform. I was about 
to make a dash for it when Mr. 
‘Turgamen in his helpful fashion 
stopped me and gave me the in- 
side information on the Egged 
system. 

“Bus numbers don't mean a 
thing," he said. ‘'They're only a 
piece of cardboard. The next bus to 
the Dead Sea is at 10.30 and 111 
see to it that you get a seat on it." 

“What about the other 20 or 30 
passengers who were waiting 
from the 9.20 bus?" I asked.

Variations on a variation 


A BACH Solo Partita, Beethoven's 
Variations on a Theme from “Judas 
Maccabeaus” (Hande)), sonatas by 
Locateili and Prokofiev, were 

ted by cellist Mark Drabinsky 
(with Victor Derevisnko at the 
Plano) at his recital (Jerusalem 
Khan, Dec. 7). One goes to each 
recital by an immigrant artist from 
Russia in the hope of hearing 
something new in interpretation, 
some in attitude from the at- 
mosphere in which they grew up, a3 
8. result of confrontation with a 
different society. 

Drabinsky has all the faculties 
which go to making fine musicians — 
technical facilities of most im- 
pressive fluency, a beautifully rich 
tone, a sense of phrasing and form — 
all the result of sound, hard training 
and serious attention to his craft. Un- 
fortunately, his performance of 
Bach and Locatelli, the two 
representatives of Baroque style in 
this programme, showed technical 
brilfiance, but hasty tempi, and 
aggressive bowing and dynamics — 
nothing of Baroque steadiness and 


grandeur, based on controlled emo- 
tien. Bach’s Suite No. 6 sounded 

_ more like a Paganini Caprice, and 
Locatelli’s Sonata {heavily arranged 
to impress with virtuosity according 
to 19th century practice) Hike a con- 
certo. The Beethoven Variations 
(not one of the master's most rewar- 
ding compositions) were probably 
included as a tribute to the Hanukka 
season, but did not achieve any more 
interest association with the 
Maccabaeans’ victory. So, it was 
really only the Prokofiev Sonata, 
opus 119, which was rewarding to the 
listener. Here, suddenly, both artists 
applied wide-ranging contrasts in 
dynamics, colours of attractive 
variety, rhythmical and ive 
impulses which seemed to convey to 
the (non-Russian) listener the es- 
sence of Prokofiev's music and style. 
We look forward to these excellent 
artists modifying their approach to 
‘West European music and broaden- 
ing their horizons, to the benefit of 
their musical performance.

Raw and insecure strings 


TT WOULD SEEM that David Ather- 
ton, guest conductor of the Israel 
Chamber Ensemble and a musician 
of stature and great ability, dezerv- 
ed a better vehicle for his Israeli debut 
than that which the Ensemble in 
its present state represents. In 
general, he was required to watch 
over the technical execution of the 
music at hand in much greater detall 
than he ordinarily would have done 
at his home base, in London, Thus, 
the first two string pieces — Boyce's 
Overture and Little Music for String 
Orchestra by Tippett — sounded raw 
and insecure, through no fault of the 
conductor. Moreover, little of the 
former homogeneity of the 
Ensemble's string section was ap- 
parent. 

Things brightened up, however, 
with the appearance of Heinz 
Holliger, the great oboist, whose 
technical brilliance and musical 
eloguence resulted in a highly en- 
joyable reading of Mozart's Concer- 
to (better known as a Flute Concerto 
but sounding much more attractive 
with oboe.). Holliger also attended 
with love and utmost care to the 


premiere of Oedoen Partos’ latest 
score — ‘Composition for Oboe and 
Chamber Orchestra,’’ com- 
missioned by the Ensemble 
specifically for Holliger. It is, of 
course, impossible to get a com-~ 
prehensive impression of such a 
composition at first hearing without 
previous knowledge of the score, but 
its economy of means, its 
transparent structure, and its in- 
teresting combination of oriental 
and contemporary statements in the 
composer's sovereign treatment 
made an immediate impact. 2 
‘The Ensemble on the whole came 
closer to its former spirit in 
Stravinsky's “Dances Concer- 
tantes,” in which piece Mr. Atherton 
was finally able to get results from 
his drive for precision, contrasts, 
dynamics and rhythmical liveliness 
and which succeeded in concluding 
the concert on a commendable level 
(Jerusalem Theatre, Dec. 4). 
Incidentally, the programme 
notes by Talia Pecker are a definite 
improvement, but the many mis- 
prints in the English text are most 
annoying. YOHANAN BOEHM 


*‘Hassidic’ a misnomer 


EACH YEAR emotionally charged 
capacity crowds patronize some of 
Israel's finest auditoriums to view a 
variety of so-called “‘Hassidic Song 
Festivals." Not only is the name 
“Fassidic” a misnomer (rarely, if 
ever, are Hassidic tunes actually 
used), but inevitably the concerts 
are of such poor musical quality, 
lacking in both creativity and 
inality, that one wonders what 
purpose is fulfilled by their con- 
tinued existence. 

The International Hassidic Song 
Festival (Mann Auditorium, 
December 2) proved once again to be 
no exception to the rule. It consisted 
of a tedious and generally mediocre 
array of Jewish folk melodies. 


The Festival featured the usual 
motley assortment of children's 
choirs and solo vocalists, with an 
added attraction of the seemingly 
ubiquitous Shlomo Carlebach. The 
supposedly new songs presented 
were usually nothing more than 
variations of old songs, with the 
same tiresome chord patterns and 
trite harmonies. 

It is a pity that this kind of hastily 
put together semblance of Jewish 
culture has been condoned for so 
long. It can only be hoped that in the 
future, a strong effort will be made 
to dramatically upgrade the quality 
of music at these Festivals.

THE OPENING of this season’s first 
“New Dimensions in Music" concert 
(Tel Aviv Museum, December 4), 
presented by composer Joan Frank- 
Williams, featured an unnoteworthy 
rendition of three songs by Charles 
Ives, performed by mezzo-soprano 
Emilie Berendsen and pianist 
Derevianko. Nor did Robert Moran's 
meditative vocalise, ‘‘Passage 
Throvgh,"" though sung by Miss 
Berendsen with complete empathy 
and vocal expertise, make any great 
impact. 

This was followed by ‘Projec- 
tions,” a piece for cello and piano by 
Japanese composer Yosi Yoasa, per- 
formed by Derevianko and Marc 
Dobrinsky. Though the two did their 
best to render the piece palpable, the 
instrumental effects, of which the 
work is comprised almost exclusive- 
ly, quickly wore off. 

‘What managed to save the even- 
ing, however, was Eddie Halpern’s 


“Katyh,"* & modern cantata scored 
for eight instruments, percussion, 
narrator and pre-recorded vocal 
soundtrack. Halpern based his work 
on a poem by Yiddish poet Lipschutz 
Lipinski, dealing with the gruesome 
murder by the Russians of 11,000 
Polish officers in the woods of Katyn 
in 1941. Both the composer and the 
poet lost brothers there. 

Halpern drives his message -home 
with great force and urgency; his 
sonorities are impressive, and some 
of his sound textures, especially the 
pre-recorded vocalizing, reveal an: 
inventive and imaginative mind. Un- 
fortunately, though, Halpern is toa 
emotionally involved. The narrative, 
though highly charged in parts, is for 
the most part superfluous, and the 
various recorded sound effects — 
like marching, shooting and so forth 
— are dangerously primitive.

This probably served only 
to heighten the desire to register protest in the ballot box. 
Rather then make a bogey out of Rakah's victory, it would 
be more useful to examine the grievances of Israel’s Arabs in 
general and of Nazareth in particular. For there are many in 
the town who feel that it is being deprived not of privileges 
enjoyed by Tel Aviv or Safad, but by Nablus and Bethlehem. 
As a result the people of Nazareth were no doubt gladdened 
by the wise and sober words of Interior Minister Yosef Burg 
yesterday. He assured them of full cooperation as prescribed 
by the democratic system in which we live, and made it plain 
that a municipal election is just that and nothing more. 
Certainly the Prime Minister’s Adviser on Arab Affairs, Mr. 
Toledano, has for long warned of just such a possibility as 


Rakah’s electoral victory, 
governmental 


and called for reforms in the 
institutions affecting the Arab community. 


For what has occurred is that the grievances within the com- 
munity, stemming from changing values, attitudes and needs, 
are now channelled to Rakah, even though they need not have 
any connection with Rakzh’s political ideology. 

Certainly the first question that must be addressed is why 
Rakah should be left to solely appeal to these new forces in

IN THE UNITED KINGDOM, 
Budget Day is a ceremonial oc- 
easion. The Chancellor of the 
Hxchequer enters Parliament 
carrying the famous battered 
box containing details of the 
Budget, which are then for the 
first time presented to the 
public. 

This old British custom has to 
a certain extent been adopted by 
Israel. The Treasury traditional- 
ly refrains from revealing its 
plans to the public until the 
Budget Law is tabled in the 
Knesset, by which time it is 
usually too late for any signifi- 
cant changes. But the secrecy is 
not rigidly maintained. Here and 
there, a few wellinformed jour 
nalists with access to inner infor- 


mation have in the meantime - 


published scattered and partial 
details of the government's 
economic plans. 

The publication, two weeks 
ago, by The Jerusalem Post, of 
the Finance Ministry's plan to 
raise the prices of the basic com- 
modities caused a row in the 
Treasury. The writer was 
eriticized for encouraging hoar- 

and forcing the Treasury to 
deny something it had intended 
introducing in the near future. 

It is a well known fact that 
economic planners in the 
Treasury and the Bank of Israel 
do not see eye to eye on various 
aspects of next year’s economic 
plans. Since there is no public 
debate on economic policy, the 
only way for the disputing 
groups to fight one another is by 
leaking information which will 
ruin the other side. Secrecy does 
not permit any other form of per- 


THE INTERIM AGREEMENT 
with Egypt was a price we had to 
pay, not from political necessity 
but because of our weak 
economy. We needed U.S. aid to 
bail us out. As a result, economic 
reform must be considered a top 
priority going far beyond purely 
economic considerations. 

It has long been plain that our 
economy is inefficient because 
of the peculiar prevailing labour 
practices which in turn are the 
result of certain accepted con- 
cepts. Unless some of these ‘‘ho- 
ly concepts’’ are discarded, 
there can be no reform. 

The fact is that the actual 
share of the military budget 
borne by the average Israeli 
citizen is less than it is assumed 
to be. The 1976 defence budget is 
said to be 40 per cent of the total 
government expenditure of IL90 
billion, i.e. IL36 billion, But if we 
deduct the $2.3 billion of U.S. aid, 
we are left with a sum of 1.20 
billion to be shouldered by the 
tax-payer. This represents 23 
per cent of the national budget 


suasion, When this is the only 
method open, advance publica- 
tion of sensitive points becomes 
a way of life. 

There have been other such 
examples over the past few 
weeks. One daily came out with 
a story about the income tax 
authorities granting IL1,000m. in 
loans in order to enable debtors 
to pay their taxes. The story did 
not originate from the tax 
authorities. 

In another case it was learned 
that the Ministerial Economic 
Committee decided to pay 
1L30m. to help out the R.L.L. 
building company. This story did 
not originate from either the 
Housing or the Finance 
Ministries. Again, the reason for 
the leak was not a genuine in- 
terest in supplying information 
to the public, but rather a 
struggle among rival factions in 
the government. 

‘On the other hand, the 
Treasury. leaks information 
which it considers to be to its ad- 
vantage. One newspaper carried 
ἃ report that tax revenues will« 
increase by ILi1,500m. over the 
initial plan, that bond sales 
would increase by the same 


greater a burden than in many 
other countries. We must, also 
remember that an amount of 
$500 million is received from 
World Jewry. 

How is it possibie, then, that 
the country is almost bankrupt 
and that we have had to 
mortgage the future of our 
children by accumulating a vast 
national debt? A few examples 
will serve to show that the trou- 
ble is systematic and lies in 
large part in our labour habits. 


TAKE, FOR INSTANCE, a 
small thing that happens every 
day and with which almost every 
citizen is familiar. You have a 
minor matter to transact in a 
government or municipal office. 
It should not take more than ten 
minutes or could even be settled 
by a telephone call. Yet, as 
everyone knows, the transac- 
tion will take at least two half- 
days. Why? Because of the inef- 
ficiency of lower echelon of- 
ficialdom.

As editor of our 
organization’s magazine, he wrote 
continually in defence of Israel's 
God-given right to be a nation in the 
land which she now occupies. One 
entire issue was entitled “The Case 
For Israel." 

In our interdenominational Bible 
School in Dallas, Texas, we have 830 
students. They are taught to pray 
daily for the peace of Jerusalem. We 
have a young israeli student to teach 
them Hebrew. 

Last summer, some 25 of our 
students came to Israel to work on a 
kibbutz. A few weeks ago, I received 
a letter from the secretary of the kib- 
butz conveying his feelings of

‘Neutral’ 
Sweden

Sir, — Many Israelis and Jewa 
throughout the world were shocked 
by the pro-PLO vote of Sweden in 
view of the latter’s supposed 
“neutrality.” Unfortunately, I was 
somewhat less surprised. 


During Worid War II, it was 
neutral Sweden that did not offer 
refuge to hundreds of Norwegian 
Jews who were later to be murdered 
by the Nazi terrorists.
